Red Rebels 
Grab Important 


Laos Center 


Communist Viet Nam 
Troops Reported 
Aiding in M ora 


VIENTIANE, Laos (AP>—Com­ 
munist rebel groups have taken 
the 
important 
Laotian 
govern­ 
m ent stronghold of Tha Thorn, 85 
miles northeast of the capital, in 
a m ajor assault that shattered a 
week-old near cease-fire, Western 
sources said today. 
These sources, which were close 
to the fighting area, said large 
units 
of Vietminh 
troops from 
Communist North Viet Nam w ert 
reported to have taken part in 
the siege which included heavy 
artillery' shelling. 
Tha Thom is just south of the 
Plain of Ja rs where major Viet­ 
minh units are believed located 
and only 25 air miles from the 
Thailand border and the key gov­ 
ernm ent city of Paksand. 
The Communist assault on Tha 
Thom was the first big break in 
the general battlefront quiet since 
the SEATO meeting was opened 
in Bangkok Monday.

may

would he aimed at reaching the 
Mekong River border with Thai­ 
land to the south,

Missiles Ready 


U.S. Building Up Ifs 
Quick Striking Power 


WASHINGTON

United States now has 59 missiles 
with 
hydrogen 
bomb 
warheads 
ready, if needed, to hurl against 
targets in an enemy counery. 
The nation’s combat-ready mis 
sile force soon will reach 91. 
These include the 5,100-mile At­ 
las ICBM, equal to more than two 
million tons of TNT, and the sub 
marine-fired Polaris with a 1.200 
mile range and warheads equal 
to 400,000 tons of TNT.

Payments in tho form of ne­ 
gotiable 
certificates 
redeemable 
in grain or the cash equivalent 
will be made to compensate farm ­

The diverted acreage must 
not be harvested or pastured, and 
must be diverted to a soil-conserv­ 
ing use. 
Corn and grain sorghum produc­ 
ers who cooperate in the em ergen­ 
cy feed grain program will he eli­ 
gible for price support on their nor­ 
m al production from the acron ae 
planted'to these two crops, and for 
support on barley, oats, and rye at 
the announced levels.

Pickaway County farm ers will 
have more local details on the 
government’s new' emergency feed 
grain program about rn id-April. 
Wednesday, county extension 
\gents and agricultural stabil­ 
ization com mittee members and 
others throughout Ohio attended 
a meeting in Columbus to dis* 
eus> details of the feed grain 
program on the state level. The 
program is designed to reduce 
feed grain surpluses by cutting 
this y ear’s production of corn 
and grain s o r g h u m . Here in 
Pickaway County our only con­ 
cern will be with corn. 
To qualify for the new program, 
county farm ers would have to cut 
their corn acreages by at least 20 
per cent. Then they would be elig­ 
ible for price supports based on 
their n o r rn a I yields and their 
average acreages in 1959 and 1960. 
As an exam ple of how the pro- 
s gram will work, suppose a farm er 
grew IOO acres of corn the past 
two years and had 
an 
average 
yield of 70 bushels per acre. His av­ 
er;' 
- crop w o u l d be 7,000 bush­ 
els. To be eligible for price sup­ 
port-;, the f a r rn e r would have to 
reduce his co m acreage in 1961 by 
20 per cent, or to 80 acres. This 
acreage multiplied by his normal 
yie ld of 70 bushels would give him 
5,600 b u s h e l s , the amount for 
which he would get price support,

THE national average corn sup­ 
port price will be $1.20 a bushel. 
This is l l cents a bushel more than 
in 1960. The s u p p o r t price in 
Pickaway

Si lo per bushel, plus 14 cents, and 
the 1961 program will have a sup* 
p rt price of $1 24 in Pickaway 
County. 
In addition to s u p p o r t prices, 
farmers who 
comply 
with 
feed 
ar in regulations will recieve p ay ­ 
ments for each acre diverted to 
conservation use. The per acre 


rate of p a y m e n t for the first 
20 per cent diverted will be 50 per 
cent of norm al production, multi­ 
plied by 
the 
c o u n t y 
support 
price, lf the farm er decides to di­ 
vert an additional 20 per cent of 
his com acreage, the acreage pay­ 
ment will be based on 60 per cent 
of normal production, multiplied 
by the county support price. 
Normal production, in this case, 
will lie figured by adjusting the 
coun’y average yield according to 
the pioductivity of the farm . Coun­ 
ty ASC offices will notify farm ers 
of rates to he used in making pay­ 
ments. 
Farm ers will receive acreage 
reduction payments in the form 
of 
negotiable certificates. The 
Commodity 
Credit 
Corporation 
may act as their agent in mar­ 
keting the grain. 
This m eans 
farm ers 
m ay 
re­ 
ceive paym ent in grain or cash. 
They may got half the paym ent 
shortly after they sign up for the 
program. T h o s e who want cash 
for their certificates may redeem 
them at C o u n t y ASC offices. 
Eventually all certificates will be 
redeem ed for grain, which will lie 
sold on the open m arket. 
Approved conservation uses for 
diverted acres will vary. In gen­ 
eral they will include such things 
as cover crops, trees, w ater stor­ 
age a n i wildlife practices. 
F arm ers may not harvest or pas­ 
ture diverted 
acres. 
They 
may 
have to control weeds, insects, and 
rodents if the state ASC com mittee 
so determines.

Ohio farm ers who have their 
soil tested by Ohio State Univer­ 
sity's soil testing laboratory are 
receiving a more modern, more 
complete report on test 
results 
than ever before. 
A new soil 
test 
report 
form 
now in use not only is giving far­ 
mers rn o r e information about 
their soil sam ples but also is of­ 
fering them more alternatives on 
how lo use the test results in 
applying lim e and fertilizer to 
their fields. 
The form is divided into three 
sections, one for soil identification, 
one for soil test results and a third 
for recommendations. listed , 
un­ 
der soil test r e s u 11 s is such in­ 
formation as percentage of organic 
m atter, lime deficit, ph and phos­ 
phorus and potassium readings. 
Recom mendations are made for 
both lime and fertilizer applica­ 
tions. Space at the bottom of the 
form is reserved for recom m enda­ 
tions on special crops or additional 
comments. The reverse side of the 
form carries nine fertilizer recom ­ 
mendation enables to w h i c h the 
farm er may refer. Information on 
seven soil samples may be includ­ 
ed on the one form. 
•

IN addition to the farm er, a copy 
of the report goes to the fertilizer 
deaelr, the lime dealer, the coun­ 
ty Extension office, the ASC ofifce, 
the Soil Conservation Service of­ 
fice and to industry (lime and fer 
eilizer com panies.) One copy is 
placed in a file in the laboratory. 
Each soil test report 
form r e ­ 
turned to the farm er is accom pan­ 
ied by Agricultural Extension Ser­ 
vice leaflet 94, “ How to Use Your 
Soil Test 
Results” . 
This 
leaflet 
suggests what farm ers may do to 
get the most value from their soil 
tests. The leaflet also contains sec­ 
tions on l i q u i d fertilizers, fertil­ 
izer placem ent and corn popula 


tions in relation to fertilizer rates. 
New equipment and additional 
personnel at the soil testing labor­ 
atory — it now employs 12 chem ­ 
ists — have made it possible 
to 
handle from 4,000 to 6.(HK) soil sam ­ 
ples a week. By mid-March it was 
receiving an average of about 600 
samples a day. Minimum time r e ­ 
quired to process the samples has 
been three days. 
The laboratory, located on the 
university campus, 
receives 
soil 
samples from the state's 88 county 
extension offices, county ASC of- 
office and from lime and fertilizer 
company representatives.

Wife Preservers

Calm that anxious foot, lady, if 
you’d save on gas line consump­ 
tion That's the advice of driving 
expert Mary Davis of Los Angeles. 
It's possible to start a nest egg 
on the money you save, says the 
tall, blonde two-time winner of the 
Mobilgas Economy Run on the eve 
of another event (March 11-17.) 
' ‘Jerky accelerator action forces 
the engines to consume gas at an 
abnormal rate, ” she points out. 
“ The best way to develop a steady 
driving foot for safety and gas 
economy is to concentrate on the 
road and anticipate driving situa­ 
tions before they occur. Don't wait 
until you're on top of a traffic 
light lo make a decision.” 
One should prepare a half-block 
away for road signs, a stop light 
that is about to change, a car that 
might cut in ahead or a pedes­ 
trian who is about to cross a street, 
says Miss Davis, explaining: 
“ Glide up to stops, starting up 
again with slow, smooth pressure 
on the pedal. When driving through 
a town observe mileage regulations , 
that are usually calibrated to give 
you a smooth drive without stop­ 
ping for a signal. Driving 45 miles 
in a 35-mile zone will do more than 
get you a speed ticket. It will use 
up 15 per cent more gas.” 
Emotional problems and children 
in the car affect d r i v e r s cf 
both sexes, although she says wo­ 
men arc more patient driver? than 
men. 
“ Women have picked up some 
male driving habits, such as tap­ 
ping the accelerator like a tele­ 
graph instrument. High heels add 
to the wobbly feeling 
Light soled 
flat-heeled shoes or moccasins are 
best for driving, and they may he 
left in the car just for that pur­ 
pose.” 
Mary averaged 23 miles to a gal- ; 
Ion in her previous wins in the six- 
day, 2500 mile run. 
There are rocky roads and hills, I 
but the race is strictly on the le­ 
vel. she says. 
“There’s no inching ahead with 
driving tricks, coasting down a hill 
or turning the engine off. Observ­ 
ers travel with you. Stock cars are 
chosen, secretly from showroom 
floors by auto club representatives 
who guard against tampering be­ 
fore the race.” 
And there is no chance of get­ 
ting too friendly with the observ­ 
ers — “ they change them twice a 
I day.” 
The 68 cars in the race leave one 
minute apart, driving a minimum 
of 9 hours a day, averaging 13 
hours.
